The  Canton  of  Geneva  makes  one  proposal  to  erect  at 
its  ovrn  expense  a  building  on  one  of  two  pieces  of  land 
owned  by  that  authority  ;   the  land  and  the  building  would 
remain  the  property  of  the  Canton  of  Geneva  and  the  Vfi.iO 
v/ould  make  an  annual  payment  of  5  %   of  the  true  cost  of  the 
building.

1„   Since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Korea,  "both  the  General  Ass- 
embly of  the  United  Uations  and  the  Economic  and  Social  Council  havo 
considered  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  relief  and  rehabilitation 
of  Korea,  5 

2.  On  the  31  st  July  1950 j  "the  Security  Council  adopted  a  resolution 
requesting  the  Specialized  Agencies  to  prjvide  such  assistance  as  the 
Unified  Command  in  Korea  may  request  for  the  relii-f  and  support  of 
the  civilian  population  of  Korea.  This  resolution  v/as  transmitted  by 

the  Secretary-General  to  the  ECOSOC  and  v/as  notified  to  the  President  10 
of  the  IMC.  The  President  of  the  I1.IC  acknowledged  this  notification 
and  stated  that  any  specific  request  from  the  Unified  Command  would 
be  submitted  to  the  IMO  Executive  Council, 

On  the  14th  August  1950,  the  ECOSOC,  after  consideration  of  the 
above  resolution  of  the  Security  Coiincilj  adopted  its  resolution       I5 
323 (IX),  which  was  again  notified  to  the  President  of  the  IMC  by  the 
Secretary-General  of  the  United  Nations „  This  resolution  dealt  with 
the  initial  phase  of  assistance  to  Korea  and  of  the  machinery  for 
handling  requests  for  such  assistance „ 

3.  The  General  Assembly's  resolution  of  the  7th  October  1950  called   20 
upon  the  ECOSOC  "in  consultation  v/ith  the  specialized  agencies,  to 
develop  plans  for  relief  and  rehabilitation  on  the  termination  of 
hostilities  and  to  report  to  the  General  Assembly  within  three  weeks". 
It  also  recommended  that  the  ECOSOC  "expedite  the  study  of  long-term 
measures  to  promote  the  economic  development  and  social  progress  of    25 
Korea". 

In  compliance  v/ith  the  above  resolution,  the  ECOSOC  adopted  a  re- 
solution on  the  Y'th  November  1950,  the  text  of  which  is  given  herewith 
in  Appendix  I.  By  this  resolution,  the  ECOSOC  submitted  to  the  General 
Assembly  a  draft  resolution  outlining  a  plan  for  the  relief  and  reha-  30 
bilitation  of  Korea  which  was  adopted  as  Eesolution  A  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  314th  plenary  meeting  on  the  1st  December  1950.

FDTANGIAL  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  UNITED  NATIONS 
AND  THE  SPECIALIZED  AGENCIES 
(prepared  by  the  IMO  Secretariat  on  1st  February  1951) 


This  note  is  an  historical  outline  of  the  establishment  of  Finan- 
cial Regulations  of  the  United  Nations.   The  first  developments  appear   5 
m  the  form  of  a  tabular  comparison  attached  herewith  and  showing  1 

-  in  the  first  column,  the  common  set  of  Financial  Regulations  for  the 

United  Nations  and  the  Specialized  Agencies,  which  was  prepared 

and  agreed  upon  by  representatives  of  the  United  Nations  and  the 

Specialized  Agencies,  as  a  standard  basis  for  their  own  Financial    10 

Regulations,  and  which  served  also  as  a  basis  for  preparing  the 

draft  Financial  Regulations  of  the  'JVMO  contained  in  Cg  1 /Doc  .  3 
(Agenda  Item  14) 5 

-  in  the  second  column,  draft  Financial  Regulations  of  the  United  Na- 
tions prepared  by  the  Secretary_General  of  the  UN  on  the  basis  of    15 
the  common  set  referred  to  above;  and 

-  in  the  third  column,  amendments  proposed  by  the  Advisory  Committee  - 
on  Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions  to  the  above-mentioned 
draft  Financial  Regulations  of  the  United  Nations,  together  with 

the  observations  made  by  the  Committee  on  this  draft.  Among  the     20 
amendments  proposed  by  the  said  Committee,  there  was  a  suggestion 
to  introduce  principles  to  govern  the  auditing  procedures  of  the 
United  Nations,  as  an  annex  to  the  Financial  Regulations  of  the 
UN,  These  principles  appear  in  Appendix  I  hereto. 

As  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Adminijs-   25 
trative  and  Budgetary  Questions,  although  referring  to  the  draft  Fi- 
nancial Regulations  for  the  United  Nations,  had  some  repercussions  on 
the  draft  common  pattern  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Heads  of  the 
Specialized  Agencies,  a  number  of  these  Agencies  had  made  comments 
and  reservations  on  the  amendments  suggested  by  the  Advisory  Commit-    30 
tee  on  Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions.   These  comments  and  re- 
servations are  given  in  Appendix  II.  They  were  submitted  to  the  Fifth 
Committee  of  the  1550  General  Assembly  of  ihj   United  Nations,  for  con- 
sideration at  the  same  time  as  the  common  set  jf  Financial  Regulations 
for  the  UN  and  the  Specialized  Agencies  and  the  amendments  recommended  35 
by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

After  considering  these  various  documents,  the  Fifth  Committee  of 
the  UN  General  Assembly  made  two  changes  in  the  draft  Financial  Regu- 
lations prepared  by  the  Secretary-General  of  the  UN,  as  amended  by  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions,  approved  40 
the  draft  witn  tnese  changes  and  submitted  for  recommendation  to  the 
Assembly  a  resolution  in  which  the  hope  was  in  particular  expressed  i 
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1.  This  Uotc  aims  at  giving  an  historioal  stimmary  of  the  development 
of  a  standard  set  of  hasio  staff  regulations  for  the  United  Nations 
and  the  Specialized  Agencies-.

for  the  Executive  Council  of  the  BIO  in  suggesting  salaries  and  allow- 
ances for  the  \M)  staff »  A  few  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Committee   10 
(United  Nations  General  Assembly  document,  reference  GEIGEAL  A/Co5/331j 
dated  31  October  1949)  will  be  available  to  the  Congress  upon  request. 


3.  Recruitment  methods  and  standards  for  the  United  Nations  and  the 
Specialized  Agencies  were  the  subject  of  a  thorough  study  by  the  Inter- 
national Civil  Sorvioe  Advisory  Board,  a  subsidiary  body  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  on  Co-ordination  of  the  United  Nations  and  the 
Specialized  Agencies e  The  Board,  at  the  end  of  its  second  session 
held  in  Geneva  in  March.  I95O,  issued  a  Report,  dated  29  ^larch  1950 
(reference  COOas/CIVIL  SEr.VICE/2/Rev.  l),  in  which  the  main  recomLiend- 
ations  of  the  UN  Committee  of  Experts  on  Salary,  Allowance  and  Leave 
Systems,  regarding  recruitment  principles  for  the  United. Nations  and 
the  Specialized  Agencies,  had  also  been  taken  into  account »  A  few 
copies  of  the  Report  of  the  International  Civil  Service  Advisory 
Bosird  will  be  available  for  information  of  the  Congress,  if  desired. 

4.  Having  regard  to  the  above  developments,  the  Secretary-General 
of  UN  initiated  a  series  of  discussions  with  administrative  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Specialized  Agencies  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a 
common  set  of  staff  regulations.  At  the  beginning  of  April  1950 »  a 
working  party  of  representatives  of  the  Specialized  Agencies  located 
in  Europe  were  convened  in  Geneva,  at  the  headquarters  of  the  UN 
European  Office »  A  draft  common  pattern  of  staff  rygulations  for 
the  United  Nations  and  the  Specialized  Agencies  was  used  as  a  basis 
for  discussion-  This  draft  is  reproducad  as  Apjaendix.!  hereto.
